THE IPSWICH RIVER DREDGING 


Wilmington land omers and others should not 
look for a miracle, in connection with the ree 
ently voted funds for dredging of the Ipswich 
River. 

No sudden acquisitions of broad acres are 
going to result, at least for a number of years 

As was said in this column several weeks ago 
the dredging of the river in Wilmington will be 
a step in the right direction, and as such this 
column supported the idea. But Wilmington's wa- 
ter level is really controlled, by two points on 
the North Reading-Reading line, two miles down- 
stream from the Wilmington line 

Where the Ipswich River crosses Mill Street, 
at the site of the former Reading Water Works, 
there are two dikes, which impede the water, 
and keep the Ifundred Acre Meadow flooded, 

One of these is the river bottom under the 
bridge, which is only two feet lower than the 
river bottom tnder Jenks Bridge, two miles up- 
stream. 

Obviously it will 
lower the bottom at 
stances. 

And 100 yards below the Mill Street bridge 
is a natural dike, just below the Mill Street 
pool. This dike is at practically the same le- 
vel as the bridge, and will also have to be re- 
moved, before Wilmington will reap any Large 
benefits from dredging the Ipswich. 

It was proposed, in 1954, to have the Com- 
monwealth remove these obstructions, as part of 
a $630,000 program, but the program fell by the 
wayside for a lack of finds.” It was too much of 
a bite for the state legislators to take at one 
time 

Since then North Reading has spent a consi- 
derable sum of money doing part of the work 
which had been proposed. 

The money that Wilmington will 
will be for another part. 

And perhaps some day we can have something 
done about the Mill Street dikes, at which time 
real progress will be realized. 

Meanwhile don't look for any miracles, as 
was said before. The water level at Jenks might 
be lowered three inches, but there will he some 
weeks each year that the Ilundred Acre Meadow 
will be flooded. 

The proposed dredging through the [undred 
Acre Meadow is a channel 35 feet wide and five 
feet deep. From Jenks Bridge there will be 
dredging up the three Brooks, for a width of 15 
feet, and a three to five foot depth. 

Pie dredging at Lubbers Brook will end where 
the brook goes under the R&M tracks, just Sonth 
of Salem Street. The dredging of Mill Drook 
will end at Main Street, near Louie's Oil, and 
the dredging of the Maple Meadow Brook will end 
at Main Street, near Avco - all some years in
